BRITISH: CLEARING 
SOUTHERN COAST 
AS INVASION STEP 


Nonresidents Barred in 
10-Mile Belt Extending 
Along 700 Miles of 


Coastline. 


LONDON, March 21 (AP).—TIn 
preparation for the forthcoming 
invasion of Western Europe, the 
British have barred non-residénts 
from a 10-mile-deep belt “extend- 
ing along more than 700 miles of 
England’s southern and eastern 
coast line, as well as from the 
great naval base at the Firth of 
Forth, effective April 1. 

The order gtateg that “for oper- 
ational reasons,” only a few non- 
residents, who will be rigidly con- 
trolled, will be allowed to enter 
the “protected area,” which eéx- 
tends from the Wash in the mid- 
die of the east coast to Land's 
End in Southwestern England. 

All persons in the area more 
than 16 years old will be required 
to carry identification papers and 
persons unable to explain their 
presence there will be subject to a 
fine of $400 and three months in 
prison. Binoculars and telescopes 
will be barred. 

Keeps Snoopers Out. 

Besides keeping snoopers out of 
the coastal area opposite the Low 
Countries and France, the order 
also will have the effect of clear- 
ing coastal communications for 
military purposes. 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 
civil defense units, including Al- 
lied civiliang and selected soldiers 
from the armies of Fighting 
France, Norway, Holland, Belgium, 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, have 
been training in Britain to assist 
the invasion army. The soldier 
instructors will accompany the 
army and the civilians will follow. 
They will be assigned to train 
liberate peoples in civilian de- 
fense methods, taking this burden 
off the military forces.

Japanese ships. 

The American sinkings, reported 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox at 
a news conference, include one 


large and one medium transport, 
one large and one medium tanker, 
nine medium freighters and two 
small freighters. 

The British actions took place 
off the Nicobar Islands, in the 
Straits of Malacca, off the east 
coast of Sumatra, and off Sabang 
on the northern tip of Sumatra, . 
the Admiralty’s communique said. 
It also listed three Japanese ships 
as damaged. 

One of the submarines fought a 
brisk gun action with a large river 
steamer, scoring more than 20 hits 
and leaving it in flames and sink- 
ing, the communique reported. A 
smaller vessel burst into flames 
after being driven ashore under a 
hail of gunfire. 

In the Straits of Malacca, one 
submarine pursued a small supply 
ship so close to shore that Japa- 
nese coastal batteries opened fire, 
but caused no damage. 

Knox said British and Ameri- 
can submarines were working to- 
gether but that the seven ships 
reported sunk in the Admiralty 
announcement were entirely sep- 
arate from the American score of

The estimate of Budget Direc- 
tor E. G. Schubkegel for the 1944- 
45 city budget, submitted to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today, proposed an appro- 
priation of $61,213 for the Per- 
sonnel Administration, adminis- 
tering the Civil Service amend- 
ment, in place of the $77,400 re- 
quested by the Civil Service Com- 
mission and Acting Personnel Di- 
rector Thor W. Bruce. Of the 
proposed amount, $50,313, or $16,- 
187 less than the $66,500 requested, 
is for salaries, and $10,900, the 
full amount requested, is for 
maintenance. 

Schubkegel's estimate also gave 
the Police Department $4,808,520, 
an amount which did not take 
account of police salary-increase 
proposals now before the special 
session of the Legislature. Re- 
garding the Personne] and Police 
items, the director’s report said: 

“The amount tentatively set up 
for support of the Personnel Ad- 
ministration is used merely to in- 
clude this department on a basis 
comparable to other spending 
agencies, and the fact that the 
amount indicated is less than the 
1943-44 appropriation does not 
mean that the appropriation to 
which the department is legally 
entitled will be reduced. 

“The request for appropriation 
for the Police Department has not 
been réceived, and the tentative 
setup as submitted containg the 
1943-44 appropriation as an esti- 
mate. The increased salaries re- 
quested by the Board of Police 
Commissioners will require legis- 
lative action, and until fixed by 
statute, cannot be considered in 
the preparation of the budget at 
this time.” 

Public Hearing Thursday. 

A public hearing on the pro- 
posal will be held by the Board 
of Estimate at 11 o’clock Thura- 
day morning in room 208 City 
Hall. This will be the first of a 
series of hearings required by 
law. 

The full tentative 1944-45 bud- 
get calls for appropriations of 
$24,318,960. 

This is an increase of $1,207,159 
over the 1943-44 budget. Of the 
recommended increase, $1,020,391 
represents salary appropriations, 
and $186,768 maintenance and 
operation. 

The total estimate represents a 
cut of about two million dollars 
from the department réquests. 
The budget as thus reduced, it 
wags estimated, will require rev- 
enue receipts of $24,207,510. The 
difference of $111,450 between the 
latter figure and that first given 
is represented by estimated fee 
receipts of two offices, the Excise

Jobholders Are Required 
to Register Attendance 


at Ward Meetings, He 
Says. 


City Hall employes are required 
to register their attendance at 
ward meetings in the Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth and Twenty-fourth 
wards, and have been subjected 
to pressure to contribute to ward 
club treasuries through purchase 
of tickets to card parties and 
dances, Joseph A, McClain Jr. as- 
serted today in support of his 
charge that party leaders in cer- 
tain wards have carried on a cam- 
paign against the municipal civil 
service system. 

McClain, who headed the com- 
mittee which campaigned for the 
civil service amendment to the 
city charter in 1941, made this 
statem@nt in reply to Fred W. 
Evers, Republican city chairman, 
who yesterday called on McClain 
to name the wards dnd persons 
purportedly opposing the merit 
system, 

“It can be verified in many 
wards that City Hall employes 
are being obliged to register their 
attendance at ward meetings,” 
McClain declared. “Under the 
guise of being for the purpose of 
awarding attendance prizes, every- 
one attending the meeting is 
asked to register his name, ad- 
dress, and the city job he holds. 
Some wards do not require an in- 
dication of the city job. Though 
time does not permit a complete 
check of ward meetings, this 
practice is current in at least the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Twen- 
ty-fourth wards.” 

A member of the Republican 
city committee, McClain continued, 
recently denounced the Civil Serv- 
ice law at a public meeting, and 
in effect said it would not be long 
before the law would be “thrown 


back into the ashcan in which it, 


belonged.” | 

Mayor ’‘Aloys P. Kaufmann is on 
record as having been approached 
for City Hall jobs, “and he knows 
better than anyone else the pres- 
sure that has been brought to 
bear by some committee men and 
committee women to circumvent 
the Civil Service law,” McClain 
declared, 

Walter C. Haeussler, president 
of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Civil Service in St. Louis, has 
charged that city officials have 
proposed a “starvation financial 
diet”. for local civil service which 
threatens to emasculate the sys- 
tem before it has a chance to 
show what it can accomplish.

Frederic, a bachelor, was looked 
on by residents of the Gravois- 
Jefferson avenues vicinity as “a 
poor old man,” because he wore 
shabby clothes, broken-down shoes 
and an old cloth cap as he shuffled 
about the neighborhood. 


“But he was a shrewd business 
man,” said Mrs. Hyde, who is 
executrix of his estate. “He se- 
ecretly invested all his earnings 
for many years and lived primari- 
ly on the income from five houses

ble to withstand the pressure,

But up close the 
lava gives forth red,, blue and 
violet flames, and green and yel- 
low smoke, 
The main stream of lava came 
down between the villages of San 
Sebastiano and Massa di Somma, 
destroying both, and in this area 
it was 90 feet deep, sending up 
flames and sulphurous fumes. 
The collapse of. the four-story 
building I watched fall in Sebasti- 
ano opened the way for the river 
to pour down the main street, 
Yanks on Guard.

NAPLES, March 21.—*When 
comes to fiendish force and 
breath-catching brilliance, nothing 
any modern warriors could devise 
would match nature’s spectacle of 
Vesuvius at work.

DROPPED FROM BILL 


House Group Eliminates. 50- 
Million Sum in Agriculture 
Department Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
—The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today refused to recom- 
mend the inclusion of 50 million 
dollars for operation of the school- 
lunch program in the $567,995,779 
Department of Agriculture supply 
bill for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. It said the fund was “not 
authorized by law.” 

Elimination of the school-lunch 
item, which the House only  re- 
cently declined to sanction, and 
refusal to provide funds for the 
Farm Security Administration and 
for revival of the crop-insurance 
program highlighted the bill, 
which the committee cut $93,520,737 
below budget estimates. 

The budget for the coming year 
had included an estimate of 50 
millions. for continuance of the 
lunch. program, with the under- 
standing it would be financed, as 
in the past, from the permanent 
appropriation for exportation and 
domestic consumption of agricul- 
tural commodities. 

In rejecting the FSA item, the 
committee pointed out that legis- 
lation for reorganization of the 
agency's functions is pending in 
the House and until it is disposed 
of it would not be appropriate to 
include funds in the appropriation 
bill. The budget included $28,- 
500,000 for administration of FSA 
and an authorization of $97,500,000 
of Reconstruction Finance Corpor- 
ation funds for loans, grants and 
rural rehabilitation. 

The committee also turned down 
proposals for expansion and con- 
tinuance of the department’s 
emergency rubber project. 

The rubber project, which cen- 
tered around development of 
guayule as a source of supply,

STOCKHOLM, March 21. 


LEVERLY boring within through devious methods learned long 


ago in other countries, the Germans are patiently trying to build |- 


a quisling machine inside Finland which will precipitate inter- 


nal strife. 


Nazi activity is confined largely to rural districts now, but ef- 
forts to create a basis for future trouble are not absent in Helsinki 


itself. The Germans are determined that they are going to 


the fullest advantage from Finland's unhappy position. 


A week of intensive survey of 
the Finnish political scene has 
given me ample first-hand evi- 
dence for this statement about 
German methods. They are trying 
to plant seeds among their hire- 
lings which they hope will one 
day sprout into an ugly internal 
problem. Gossip, rumors, buying 
of little men—all are'part of their 
methods. 

This German fifth column activ- 
ity appears to have no connection 
with the recent peace talks be- 
tween Finland and Russia. It is 
more subtle than that. The Nazis 
are skillfully building for the time 
when they can utilize their prep- 
arations to set up political machin- 
ery within Finland. 

In fact, one of the highest Fin- 
nish Government leaders asserted 
privately last week that the Ger- 
mans had exerted not the slight- 
est diplomatic pressure when the 
Finnish Government was trying to 
decide what to do with the Rus- 
sian conditions for an armistice 
discussion in Moscow. 


Long Hatred of Russia. 

I returned to Stockholm from 
Helsinki no less gloomy about the 
outcome of peace overtures. It 
must be clearly understood that 
every move of the Finnish leaders 
was conditioned by a deep, his- 
torical hatred and mistrust of 
Russia. They say Finland has 
been hurt too many times in the 
last 700 years by broken Russian 
promises and they refuse _ to 
change this bitter viewpoint. That 
inherited frame of mind cannot 
be underestimated in any attempt 
to understand or rationalize Fin- 
nish indecision and reluctance to 
accept peace when most Finns, 
hamstrung by censorship, think 
-they are still winning the war 
with Russia. 

Finland today is like its capital, 
Helsinki, where thousands of 
boarded-up windows make the 
avenues and streets even more 
depressing and gloomy. The type 
of censorship which defies any 
reasonable understanding has de- 
liberately blacked-out Finnish pub- 
lic opinion from what is happen- 
ing directly in front of the na- 
tion’s 3,800,000 people. 


Finns Kept in Dark. 

They have not been told and 
they are not being told. A hand- 
ful of Finnish leaders dictate the 
censorship policy and the people 
are not told what or why or how. 
The result is that last week only 
a comparatively small number 
were able to know by word of 
mouth that Parliament had ef- 
fectively spurned the latest Rus- 
sian offer of conditions. 

They did not ‘know that Prime 
Minister Edwin Linkomies had 
failed to give Parliament and op- 
position groups sufficient time to 
digest and discuss the modified 
Russian terms before support of 
the Government’s policy of inde- 
cision was demanded—and ob- 
tained without a recorded vote, 
They did not know that this sec- 
ond note from Moscow reached 
Helsinki by way of Stockholm as 
early as March 10, and was kept 
practically hidden over the week 
end before even responsible mem- 


a 


bers of the Government,’ outside 
of the four-man clique of Presi- 


dent Risto Ryti, Finance Minister | : 


Viano A. Tanner, Linkomies and 
Foreign Minister Sir Henrik Ram- 
say, knew about it. 

They did not know, and so they 
continued thinking that Finland 
still had a chance of military vic- 
tory. It is highly significant that 
the Russian reply to Finland’s in- 
quiry for more clarification of con- 
ditions was prevented from reach- 
ing the Parliament members until 
too late for adequate discussions. 

This reply was in the nature 
of interpretations by Mme. Alex- 
andra Kolilontay, Soviet Minister 
to Stockholm. It repeated the 
main points previously issued 
from Moscow but did vary from 
the original by asking Finland to 
accept “in principle” the point

Essential Text of Note. 

This is essentially the text of 
the note: ‘ 

“The Soviet Government has re- 
ceived the answer of the Finnish 
Government and considers it as 
being most unsatisfactory. Be- 
cause of the answer the Soviet 
declares that the six points for 
an armistice are the minimum and 
basic conditions and that only aft- 
er the Finnish Government has ac- 
cepted these conditions are negoti- 
ations between the Soviet and Fin- 
land possible in order to achieve 
peace. 

“In case Finland accepts these 
terms and in case Finland agrees 
in principle on the internment of 
German troops, the Soviet Govern- 
ment is ready to consider this 
last-mentioned question in the 
Moscow negotiations. 

“The Soviet Government expects 
an answer within one week, after 
which the. Soviet Government 
thinks that the Finns purposely 
delay negotiations for reasons the 
Soviet Government cannot under- 
stand, and that they refuse the 
Soviet terms. To show their will- 
ingness towards peace with the 
Finnish Government, the Soviet 
Union offers to keep secret the 
exchange of letters as well as ne- 
gotiations.” 

But Parliment lacked sufficient 
time to discuss this reply properly 
and the result was that the Fin- 
nish Government—that is to say, 
Ryti, Tanner, Linkomies and to a 
lesser degree Ramsay—succeeded 
in getting support with only six

tively against the’ Government's 
holdout policy, 

Even today few Finns have 
anything but the vaguest idea 
that the Finnish Government lin- 
gers stubbornly with full knowl- 
edge that relations between Fin- 
land and the United States are 
hanging by a delicate thread. 
They know little of the implica- 
tions or even the text behind the 
plea of King Gustav of Sweden 
for peace, or President Roosevelt's 
statement. 

It is a gloomy situation inside 
Finland. I tried désperately for 
a week in Helsinki to find hope 
for a solution—and always blind, 
stubborn mistrust for Russia 
reared up like an immovable wall. 


ELECTRONIC MOUTH 
NOW CONTROLS AIR 
INTAKE OF BOMBERS 


Device Regulates Supercharg- 
ers Before Human Senses 
Recognize Need. 


NEW YORK, March 21 (AP).— 
An electronic mouth for regulat- 


ing the air breathed in high-alti- 
tude flight by four-engined bomb- 
ers Was announced here yester- 
day on behalf of the Minneapolis- 
Honeywell Regulator Co. of Min- 
neapolis. 

The mouth has been in combat 
use since last September. It auto- 
matically adjusts the supercharg- 
ers, the high speed fanlike rotors 
which suck in the rarefied air of 
high altitudes and compress it to 
sea-level density. 

The announcement says the elec- 
tronic mouth does a better job 
than previous types of regulators. 
It controls a gate to regulate the 
everchanging air flow. Its work- 
ings are instantaneous, and it has 
the usual electronic capability of 
sensing changes before they are 
apparent to human senses. 


Transport’s Crew for 4th Term. 

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP).

Maritime Union called at the 
White House today to deliver 400 
letters from membprs of the crew 
of the transport Zohn Ericcson, 
all of which, the group announced, 
urged a fourth term for President 
Roosevelt.

In this 
house live five officers, 12 enlisted 
men and a dozen correspondents, 
both American and British. 

The house is located on the 
waterfront. The current someimes 
washes over our back steps. The 
house is a huge, rambling affair 
with four stories down on the 
beach and then another complete 
section of three stories just above 
it in the bluff, all connected by a 
series of interior stairways. 

For weeks long-range artillery 
shells had been hitting in the 
water or on shore within a couple 
of hundred yards of us. Raiders 
came over nightly, yet ever since 
D day this villa had seemed to be 
charmed, 

The night before our bombing 
Sgt. Slim Aarons of Yank Maga- 
zine said, “Those shells are so 
close that if the German gunner 
had just hiccuped when he -fired, 
bang would have gone our house.” 


‘Luck About Used Up.’ 


ND I said, “It seems to me 

we've about used up our luck, 
It’s inevitable that this house will 
be hit before we leave here.” 

Most of the correspondents and 
staff lived in the part of the house 
down by the water, it being con- 
sidered safer because it was lower 
down. 

But I had been sleeping alone 
in a room in the top part because 
it was a lighter place to work in 
the daytime. We called it “Shell 
Alley” up there because the Anzio- 


a crushed chest today. 

Then the wooden doors were 
ripped off their hinges and 
crashed into the room. Another 
wail started to tumble, but caught 
only part way -down. The French 
doors leading to the balcony blew 
out and one of my chairs was up 
ended through the open door. 

As I sat cowering in the corner, 
I remember fretting because my 
steel hat had blown off with the 
first blast and I couldn’t find it.

WAS astonished at feeling no 
] pain for debris went tearing 

around every inch of the room 
and I couldn’t believe I hadn't 
been hit, But the only wound I 
got was a tiny cut on my right 
cheek from flying glass, and I 
didn’t even know when that hap- 
pened. The first time I knew of it 
was when blood ran down by chin 
and dropped onto my hat. 

I had several unfinished col- 
umns lying on my table and con- 
tinuing. blasts scattered them hel- 
ter-skelter over the room and 
holes were punched in the paper. 
I remember thinking, “Well, it 
won’t make any difference now, 
anyhow.” 

Finally the terrible nearby ex- 
plosions ceased and gradually the 
ack-ack died down and at last I 
began to have some feeling of 
relief that it was over and I was 
still alive. But I stayed crouched 
in the corner until the last shot 
was fired.

What Enemy Is Doing. 


The pilot ace, who leads most 
of the fighter missions from this 
station, had a few things to say 
about German air tactics. He verti- 
fied hitherto vague reports that 
the enemy is putting up singie-en- 
gined escorts to cover formations 
of up to 20 twin-engined rocket- 
carrying planes, such as the Mes- 
serschmitt 110, dunkers 8&8 and 
Messerschmitt 410. 

Twin-engined German planes 
are the favorite dish for Ameri- 
cans pilots, because they lack the 
maneuverability and combat qual 
ities of single-engined ships. Thus 
the Germans, needing all the 
fighters they can get into the air, 
have found it necessary to send 
out their own escorts against the 
American escorts, reducing the 
tempo of attack against the For- 
tresses and Liberators. 

The Nazis, Col. Howard said, 
only use the formations of twin- 
engined fighters deep in their 
own territory. Over Western Ger- 
many and Holland and Belgium 
they employ single-engined craft. 

At present, he said, the Germans 
try to concentrate on one or two 
combat wings of bombers in an 
effort to muster temporary su- 
periority over the American escort. 
He said they have spotter planes 


high in the sky to direct German 


ships to what might appear to be 
a weakly protected box of bomb- 
ers.

As to Demobilization 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the most important questions 
to be decided in the coming political 
campaign may well affect the mainte- 
nance of our present democratic form 
of government. 

Several weeks ago, a Congressman 
from Pennsylvania introduced a reso- 
lution in the House to keep all mem- 
bers of the armed forces in the service 
until the Army could find jobs for them 
in civilian life in order not to disturb 
the present economic situation. I paid 
no great attention to this until three 
days later when Gen. Hershey, head of 
selective service, came out with exactly 
the same statement. 

To say the least, this was alarming 
for several reasons. First, the selective 
service law guarantees that the service 
man can return to his job when he re- 
turns to civilian life. The man in serv- 
ice expects his Government to keep 
this promise. Second, practically every 
service man with whom I have spoken 
does not fear going through physical 
battle, but his greatest fear is to be 
forced to remain in the service for an 
undue length of time after actual hos- 
tilities have ceased. 

The main desire of these men is “to 
get home.” This is confirmed by all the 
war correspondents in the battle zones. 

I am led to believe, on good authority, 
that Congress, probably on the initiative 
of the executive and his appointees, is 
planning on keeping men in the services 
until such time as some wisely endowed 
individual determines it safe to release 
them. We do not have any assurance 
that this will be in six months after 
hostilities have ceased, or whether it 
will be six years. 

This problem should bea presented to 
each and every voter in the United 
States who will vote this year for con- 
gressional, senatorial and presidential 
candidates. Every candidate should 
state his views on the subject so that 
every voter would be qualified to cast 
his ballot. 

I firmly believe that when a man risks 
his life practically every minute for a 
year, two years or maybe three years, 
he should not be compelled to continue 
in the service at very low pay for the 
express purpose that some civilians, 
whom he has protected and whom he 
has risked his very life for, shall con- 
tinue to make high wages.

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A’ Plan for School Board Reform 


St. Louis has been talking about the scandals 
in ite achool system for years, in tones of in- 
dignation, disgust or acute weariness. Now let’s 
do something to bring them to an end, 

Certainly it is high time for the city to seek 
a real remedy for the prolonged bickering, polit- 
ical wire-pulling, favoritism, patronage, waste, 
misuse of funds, backstage connivance and gen- 
eral inefficiency that have plagued the system for 
years, all on such a scale that it often seems 
the schools’ business of educating 95,000. chil- 
dren has been forgotten. 

If the financial manipulations in which former 
Superintendent Gerling and former Board Mem- 
ber Murphy figured, exposed four years ago, 
were the low point in the system's history, the 
report of ex-Comptroller Lee on spoils practices 
and playing of politics by board members is the 
most recent exhibit, and the last straw in an in- 
tolerable situation. 

The old attempted remedies will not do. The 
schools have been surveyed and re-surveyed, 
Executives have been fired and new ones hired. 
New board members have been hopefully elected, 
and<too often have disappointed the public. The 
* has adopted a no-patronage rule, but so 
many members disregarded it as to make it 
useless. Promising methods have been installed, 
then knifed from within. 


A Plan Is Presented 


To end the sordid story of a growing de- 
moralization, a basic remedy is needed—a bold 
and sweeping procedure, to attack the school evils 
at their roots. The Post-Dispatch offers a sug- 
gestion for such a procedure, with three major 
provisions: 

1. A emailer board, 

2. A new method of selection. 

8. A real system. 

A continued handicap to the school system has 
been the unwieldy size of the Board of Education 
--12 members. This leads to factionalism, to 
pushing off important work on committees (which 
reach vital decisions at secret sessions), to pro- 
longed board meetings if every member is to be 
heard, to public confusion in trying to keep 
track of individual members’ work, to long lists 
of names on election ballots and thus to unin- 
formed voting. 

The St. Louis board is one of the largest in 
the country. While other cities have been re- 
ducing their boards to an efficient and workable 
number, we have clung to a nineteenth-century 
idea of large membership. A survey by the 
United States Office of Education shows that 
the great majority of cities now have boards 
of from five to nine members each, with seven 
the median number. A body of seven would 
seem to be logical for St. Louis, to improve both 
the quality of membership and the functioning 
of the board, 


New Method of Election 


Another obstacle to obtaining a high-type 
board is the method of election. While the- 
oretically non-partisan, party politics actually 
playe a considerable part in it, and even con- 
scientious board candidates feel the necessity of 
obtaining city committee indorsements. Further- 
more, the preserit system makes it possible for 
persons interested only in drumming up business 
for themselves, with little or no thought of the 
schools’. welfare, to get elected to the board. There 
have been recurrent exposures of how board mem- 
bers have let it be known that school employes 
would be wise to throw business their way. 

Often so many candidates appear that the pub- 
lic cannot inform itself adequately on their rec- 
ords, their qualifications or their backers. Op- 
portunity is given for slate-making, for under- 


cover manipulations, for political promises, to 


such an extent that many able citizens, whose 
public service would be an asset, decline to run 
for Board of Education seats. : 

The remedy for an election system that pro- 
duces so many evils in public education is, in 
our opinion, a plan resembling that which the 
State of Missouri, by two successive votes by its 
citizens, has applied to free the judicial system 
from unsavory political influences. 

We propose, therefore, appointment of Board 
of Education members by the Mayor, from a list 
of nominees dfawn up by a competent panel, 
with the public to vote on each member after, 
say, two years of his term have elapsed. 


In this way, as is now done in the case of 
Judges, citizens would be voting for or against 
School Board members to complete their terms, 
or be elected to new terms, on a basis of per- 
formance in office. They would not be taking a 
chance on unknowns or responding to political 
appeals. With a smaller board and a two-year 
observation period, each member’s record would 
be known, and informed voting would result, 
Furthermore, outstanding citizens who now will 
not get into a race for office would undoubtedly 
accept School Board seats on this basis, 


Bars Against Undesirables 


The nomingting panel should be able to keep 
out incompetents, party hacks and persons with 
obvious commercial motives, A further safe- 
guard would be the fact that a Mayor would be 
in some degree responsible to the people for the 
performance of his appointee. A Mayor desfring 
to make a good showing in office, and perhaps 
with ambitions for reelection or advancement, 
could be expected to make a choice on the sole 
ground of merit, lest a bad appointment reflect 
on his own record, 

When such a plan is placed in operation it 
should, of course, include an arrangement for 
staggered expiration of members’ terms, That is, 
for continuity of functioning and injection of new 
blood, it is important that the terms not all 
expire at one time, with no new selections there- 
after for six yéars. This could be arranged by 
having two members of the new board appointed 
for two years, two for four years and three for 
six years. . 

As to the make-up of the nominating panel, 
careful consideration is necessary. It should 
obviously contain no politicians, nor should it 
be made up entirely of educators, for the busi- 
ness side of the school system is also important, 
and the so-called layman's point of view is worth 
having. The following persons might be among 
those considered for inclusion: the heads of 
Washington and St. Louis universities, the presi- 
dent of the Parent-Teachers’ Association, the 
head of the Public Library, the presidents of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Bar Association, League 
of Women Voters and Social] Planning Council, 
a labor leader, a Negro leader and other repre- 
sentative citizens. 

As to a school merit system, the necessity is 
so Obvious and the abuses from lack of it are 
so flagrant that its inclusion in any all-out pro- 
gram ig a foregone conclusion, It should be an 
independent system, much like that adopted by 
the city, administered by a commission from 
outside the school system, with a Personnel 
Director also from outelde, 
pointments and tenure on a strict merit basis, 
the efficiency of the whole system, and its em- 
ployes’ morale, could be counted upon to improve 
vastly. ’ 


Procedure for Adopting Plan 


How can duch a threefold program as we have 
suggested be adopted? In any one of three ways: 

Action by the Legislature. : 

Action by the Constitutional Convention, 

Through the initiative process. 

The Legislature is now in special session, If 
there are enough progressive individuals and or- 
ganizations in the city to back up such a pro- 
grain with some weight—and we are convinced 
there are—then Gov. Donnell should be called 
upon to include it in the agenda of the Legis- 
lature. : 

If thig recourse fails, the matter should be 
presented to the Constitutional Convention, also 
in session at Jefferson City. 

If neither of these steps succeeds, then circu- 
lation of initiative petitions, often used in the 
past to achieve substantia] reforms, must be de- 
pended upon to do the work of getting the issue 
before the people at the next election. 

This is the outline of a plan for tackling a 
problem on which public: wrath has been vent- 
ing itself for years, and without result. We 


realize there are difficulties ahead for the plan's © 


fulfillment. But we believe it offers a chance 
to substitute some action for the torrents of talk 
that have been spilled about what has come to 
be known as “the School Board mess.” 

To this end, we invite the co-operation—and 
fhe criticism—of all citizens who want to see the 
city’s children rescued from the near-breakdown 
of the St. Louis educational system.

In introducing chewing tobacco among the na-*

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Leaflet Attacks on Germany 

The text of the American peace leaflets, be- 
ing dropped on Germany along with the block- 
busters, has at last been made public by the 
OWI, and President Roosevelt’s remark that “it 
seemed all right to him” turns out to be an un- 
derstatement. Actually, the leaflets contain pow- 
erful arguments for making the. German people 
realize the futility of continued war and the 
gross errors of their leadership. Dr. Goebbels 
admits as much by threatening imprisonment 
for Germans who keep the messages. 

Bombs make the Germans feel the cost of war, 
while the propaganda makes them think about 
it. The great and continued losses in Russia, the 
growing might of American forces overseas, the 
size of our air force, the Nazi leaders’ personal 
motives for fighting on—all these are facts that 
should impress every enemy reader. Particular- 
ly sound is the demolishing of the Nazi propa- 
ganda that defeat means enslavement. Peace

by the President: “The United Nations have not 
the intent of enslaving the German people.” 

It is hard to understand the delay in releas- 
ing the text of these messages, Assuredly any 
message fit for the German public to, read should

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Is America an Oil Imperialist? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Heavy investment by the Government in Arabian oil would mean 
the assumption of awesome responsibilities, editorial says; it would 
be necessary to protect both pipeline and operators, and involve 
us in all European conflicts; it means cartelism on a giant scale. 


From the Christian Century 


It is declared that American oil reserves 
are being exhausted at such a rapid rate 
that the United States is likely to find it- 
self, within a few years after the war, with- 
out adequate domestic petroleum resources. 
President Roosevelt has forecast that 
America’s oil will be exhausted in from 15 
to 30 years. 


In this situation, the American Govern- 
ment Was turned to the Midde East. Secre- 
tary Ickes, as head of the Petroleum Re- 
serve Corporation, has announced a deal 
with the Standard Oil Co. of California and 
the Texas Co., which tégether form the 
American Arabian Oil Co., which will en- 
able them to begin development of their 
vast concessions in Saudi Arabia. 


Under the terms of this deal, the Gov- 
ernment will supply $150,000,000 to build 
a 1250-mile pipeline from the Persian Gulf 
to the Mediterranean, in return for which 
the companies promise to maintain a re- 
serve of a billion barrels of oil for the Unit- 
ed' States Navy or other governmental use. 
Any oil sold to the Government will be at 
a 25 per cent discount. 


Profits Would Be Huge 


Estimates of the amount of oil which 
the companies will be able to take out of 
their Arabian concessions vary from 30 to 
100 billion barrels, or enough to supply 
the entire world at present rates of con- 
sumption for from 15 to 50 years. The re- 
ceht large loans made by the United States 
to Ibn Saud, the despot of Saudi Arabia, 
undoubtédly have played a major part in 
preparing the way for this deal. (Present 
informati indicates that the oil compa- 
nies may expect huge profits from their 
part in this transaction. Apparently, their 
financial investment is to be only $20,- 
000,000. If they sell 30 billions barrels of oil 
at a profit of $1 a barrel—which now looks 
like a conservative forecast—that would 
mean a gain of 150,000 per cent!) 


The existence of this pipeline across Ara- 
bia (and probably Transjordan and Pales- 
tine), with title remaining in the American 
Government for at least two decades, will 
obviously involve certain things, 
involve the United States in the responsi- 
Wility of protecting its property, the pipe- 
line, in one of the most out-of-the-way 
desert portions of the earth, 


i 


A Need for Protection 


The United States must also be ready to 
protect the operations of the two oil com.- 
panies. And it must be ready to control 
the Eastern end of the Mediterranean, 
where the pipeline will discharge its pre- 
cious load, and to patrol the length of the 
Mediterranean whenever there is a war 
in Europe or the Near East or whenever 
the United States is involved in war. 


In other words, with its oil supplies de- 
pendent on a pipeline discharging at the 
Eastern end of the Mediterranean, any 
European war will henceforth immediately 
and automatically involve the United States, 
So will any war in the Near or Middle East, 

Nice prospect, isn’t it? But evidently 
even this is not the whole story. For on 
Feb. 11, while the British House of Par- 


Hament still echoed with the angry ques- 


tions addressed to Mr. Eden by honorable 
members who wanted to know what the 
United States was up to in Britain’s hal- 
lowed oil preserves in the Middle Hast, the 
New York Times revealed in a front-page 


It will 


story that the pipeline deal is only a part 
of the adventure in oil imperialism on 
which the Government has embarked. 


According to the Times, negotiations are 
under way whereby the entire oil fields of 
the Middle East will be divided up, as an 
oil-producing reserve, among Great Brit- 
ain, Russia and the United States, and the 
oil markets of the world parceled out 
among the three. More than 95 per cent 
of the world’s supply _of oil will thus be 
controlled. Preliminary agreements to this 
effect were reached at Cairo and Teheran. 

It is amazing that the United States 
should enter into any such arrangement at 
the very time when it is proclaiming its 
opposition to cartels. For this would be, 
if consummated, the greatest, tightest car- 
tel in history, 


Charter Spirit Is Violated 


Moreover, it is astonishing that the Amer- 


ican Government should have taken so ac- 


tive a part in promoting this deal while 
insisting on its loyalty to the spirit and let- 
ter of the Atlantic Charter, with its prom- 
ise of “enjoyment by all states... of ac- 
cess on equal terms to the... raw mate- 
rials of the world which are needed for 
their economic prosperity.” 


If the Times is correct, this is to be 
economic imperialism of the most un- 
abashed kind, with the three victor nations 
claiming the right, because they have the 
financial and physical power, to go outside 
their own borders to corner the world’s oil. 


Dangerous as any such cartel would be 
under any circumstances, it will be doubly 
dangerous for the United States because of 
the disadvantageous terms under which 
this nation is becoming involved in it. In 
the case of the other members of the car- 
tel it will be the governments that operate. 
But, the United States has elected to allow 
private corporations to act in the proposed 
cartel, with the understanding that the Gov- 
ernment will aways.be at hand to protect 
their interests and back up their policies. 
A more trouble-inviting method it would 
be hard to imagine. 


Danger in the Struggle 


We have no desire to minimize the dif- 
ficulty of the position in which the United 
States may find itself after having so 
prodigally spent its own oil resources to 
win the-present war. It must in some way 
seek to protect its industrial future. 


But to involve itself in the struggle for 
control of the Middle East, and under con- 
ditions in which the Government will have 
only partial control of its own agents, is 
surely to venture into the most dangerous 
foreign commitments ever undertaken by 
this nation. 


The smell of future war hangs thick over 
this whole Middle East deal. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that the Senate will not 
only insist that «ay berets involved are 
treaties requiring ratification, but that it 
will refuse to appropriate a cent for the 
pipeline project until it is proved beyond 
peradventure that in no other way can this 
country obtain the oil its industrial and 
peacetime needs require.

Ben Hecht Flays Anti-Semites 
In a Furious, Incomplete Book 


“A Guide for the Bedevilled,” by Ben Hecht. (Charles 
Seribner’s Sons, New York.) . 
Inspired by his aunt’s umbrella, Ben 

Hecht hag written a sizzling book about 

Jews and anti-Jews. ,During a childhood 

visit to the theater, he was outraged when 

one of the characters in the play was 
falsely accused of a crime. Springing te 
hig feet, he shrieked the truth at a stam 
tled audience. Not only were he and his 
aunt put out of the theater, but the man- 
ager demanded an apology. Which the 
good lady gave him by cracking him over 
the head with her umbrella. 

“Remember what I tell you,” she told 
her nephew; “that’s the way to apologize.” 

Mr. Hecht, well known as a novelist, 
playwright and newspaper writer, has re- 
membered. His new book is a lusty sock 
over the addled pates of anti-Semites. in 
spite of any number of carping criticisms - 
that might be leveled, the book does what 
it sets Out to do: “write of Jews with love 

and of their enemies with hatred.” 3 

* * * 


Mr. Hecht jumps from one to another 
phase of anti-Semitism in a series of epi- 
gram-studded essays. Yet whether he takes 
off from history, his own success-story life 
or the 3,000,000 Jewish corpses in 
he lands with both feet solidly on the anti- 
Semite. And for the right reasons—the 
cruelty, stupidity and selfishness that 
make a man try to seem better in his own 
and others’ eyes by pushing someone else 
down. 

“Prejudice is our method,” he suggests, 
“of transferring our sickness td others. It 
is our ruge for disliking others rather than 
ourselves.” From this truth comes Mr, 
Hecht’s useful breakdown of anti-Semites 
into four types. ‘ 

At the bottom of the heap is the “Goon” . 
—"greature with a windswept cranium,” 
too stupid to be taken seriously except 
when making trouble. Next comes “The 
Man With a Nowhere Ticket.” He's the 
semi-literate who goes in for slander to 
cover his fear of the big, wide pond in 
which he is a terrifyingly small frog. Then 
the “Loon,” the agitational lunatic who 
stays out of the booby-hatch only by con- 
fining his public ravings to near-politics. 
And finally, the “Napoleons in Shadow,” 
the ambitious politicos who want nothing 
but power. “If killing Jews (or grand- 
mothers) is the road to power, they will 
take it and be proud of their progress.” 
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It is unfortunate, if understandable, that 
Mr. Hecht fails to apply to Germany his 
talent for explaining motivations. But he 
just doesn’t care why it has run wild. 
Standing between him and a calm analysis 
of the Germans is a ghostly host of mur- 
dered millions, which no free man has « 
right to forget. That there are “good 
Germans” is no news to Hecht: he just 
dismisses them (illogically) as not really 
German. 

“A Guide for the Bedevilled” has noth- 
ing to say about what psychological, éco- 
nomic or social factors have produced the 
German megalomaniac. And that is too 
bad, for unless we know how it (and its 


Japanese twin) came to be, we will never 


know how to keep ourselves and others 


" gane, 


Hecht’s ‘book is sometimes ill-tempered; 
— * disorganized and rambling; likely 
to be misunderstood and quoted against 
him. More important, he refuses to think 
of how we can find some kind of security- 
salve for the political psychopaths. But he 
has written an eloquent, crushing dem- 
onstration that the Jews are not to blame 
for anti-Semitism, and that the anti-Semites 
are socially dangerous. Any man stupid 
and vain enough to doubt the right of 
Americans to be Jews owes it to himself 
and his country to read it.

The simpler and more normal doc- 
trine is that recognition has noth- 
ing to do with whether you like 
or do not like a government, or 
whether you wish it to endure or 
to fall. In the simpler view, you 
recognize any government which 
as a matter of fact governs. 


A Complicated Doctrine. 


If you think it an evil govern- 
ment which threatens your vital 
interests, you break diplomatic re- 
lations as notice that you may go 
to war. Because it is notice that 
your next step will be to go to 
war, it is in ordinary diplomacy 
a highly effective measure. 

But our complicated and inflat- 
ed doctrine of non-recognition is 
applied not only to nations with 
which we have disputes that may 
be grave enough to lead to war. 
It is being applied to Italy, which 
is an ex-enemy and a co-belliger- 
ent. And it is now being applied, 
in the case of France, to a friend 
and a comrade-in-arms. 

This is to overwork and abuse 
the doctrine. To apply it to un- 
friendly and friendly nations alike, 
when it is notice of war and when 
no one is thinking of war, is ex- 
ceedingly bad diplomatic tech- 
nique. 

It is not hard to see how and 
why the State Department came 
to make such abnormal, inflated 
use of what ought to be a fairly 
— and matter-of-fact mat- 
er. 

One of the greatest and proud- 
est acts of the young American Re- 
public was the recognition, in de- 


fiance of all of Europe and in ad- 


vance of England, of the inde- 
‘ pendence of the South American 
republics. 


Historic Background. 


The Monroe Doctrine was an- 
nounced shortly thereafter to con- 
firm the independence 
Latin American neighbors. Given 
by men who themselves had led 
a rebellion and had anxiously 
sought recognition as an independ- 
ent state through emissaries to all 
the courts of Europe, diplomatic 
recognition came to be associated 
in American eyes with the crea- 
tion of governments. 

Nearly a hundred years later, 
under President Wilson, the no- 
tion took hold that if recofnition 
could create a government, non- 
recognition could uncreate it. Wil-

'Cat-and-Mouse Stuff. 


In the case of France. where it 
‘is becoming a historic absurdity 


and almost a scandal, it must be. 


isaid that the State Department 
would be willing to quit being so 
intricately subtle. It is now the 
President himself who has become 
bewitched by the possibilities of 
using this device in a kind of cat- 
and-mouse diplomacy. 

That it is a bad device as we 
employ it, and as the State De- 
partment has taught our people to 
understand it, may be seen in 
Italy. We have spent moriths 
being super-subtle about the rec- 
ognition of the King and Marshal 
Badoglio, as if by the exact shade 
and flavor of our diplomatic bene- 
diction we could regulate the des- 
tiny of Italy. : 

The Russians have sat there in 
Italy watching us manipulate rec- 
ognition, They also have watched 
us not carry out the spirit of the 
letter of the Moscow agreement 
about getting rid of Fascists. They 
also wanted to do business in tan- 
gible things from Italy, in naval 
ships or access to the Balkans or 
whatever. 

So quite suddenly and brusquely 
they have sent an ambassador to 
the King to whom we were giving 
87.33 per cent recognition on a 
contingent basis of ifs, ands, buts 
and perhapses. The result is that, 
since we have given to recogni- 
tion such an exalted significance, 
the little King and Marshal Ba- 
doglio are now deeply in debt, in- 
deed mortgaged, to Moscow. 


A Muddle. 


For under our absurd doctrine, 
to recognize Means to approve and 
support, not just to recognize a 
fact that a government exists 
while it governs where it governs. 
Soviet recognition, interpreted ac- 
cording to State Department prac- 
| tice, is worth its weight in gold to 
the King and Badoglio when they 
‘think of what they face when they 
confront the revolutionary masses 
of Northern Italy. 

The best thing we could do is to 
revise our doctrine: of recognition 
by deflating it. We have made a 
muddle with it in France and in 
Italy, and the quicker we get back 
to the simpler normal practice, 
the better. For our complicated 
use of recognition is a #evolution- 
ary weapon which we cannot pos- 
sibly use as shrewdly and effec- 
‘tively as the Russians can use it. 
| So it will be better if no one 
| uses it.

NEVER FORGET that corporal punishment is one of the 
techniques of psychology. Some silly sentimentalists and child- 
leas females have been preaching a total absence of corporal 
punishment during the past generation but they are not com- 
petent. psychologists.

HRIMP perhaps appeals to a 

greater number of people than 

any other one kind of fish. 
There are a good many reasons 
for its popularity; gorgeous color, 
attractive form, firm texture and 
bland flavor, qualities approved 
by most everyone. The one objec- 
tion that most people have to 
serving shrimp is the preparatory 
task of cleaning them. ... But 
there is a modern, speedy way of 
doing this. The raw shrimp are 
first washed in cold water, then 
shucked and even the sand vein 
is taken out before cooking. Make 
a shallow cut down the back just 
deep enough to reveal the vein 
in a spot large enough to grasp 
it; then draw it out quickly and 
all in one piece, Rinse the shrimp 
again before cooking. When the 
shrimp is cooked without remov- 


ing the vein, it becomes tender - 


and often. breaks and. needs to be 


removed in half a dozen pieces. 


and this spoils the shape of the . 


shrimp and eVen sometimes causes 
slight discoloration. Put the 
shucked, veined shrimp into a pan, 
barely cover With water, add a 
branch of celery, salt, paprika, if 
desired, or a pod of red pepper, 
and any other preferred season- 
ing. Heat to boiling then simmer 
from seven to 10 minutes depend- 
ing upon the size. Drain off the 
liquor and save (this is’so deli- 
cious that it may be used in the 
soup kettle, or it may be com- 
bined with equal parts of tomato 
juice just like clam juice, to make 
one of the most appealing cock- 
tails). Discard celery and other 
spices. Proceed to prepare the 
cooked shrimp in the usual way.

SOMEWHERE IN SOUTH 
AMERICA, Monday. 


N the second evening in Natal, 

I was hostéss to the Brazilian 

officials and Army and Navy 
officers at dinner at the Army 
Guest House. After dinner we 
visited the Red Cross recreation 
room where there was a singsong 
going on. 


Technical Sergeant Lew Ker- 
ners, who has been master of 
ceremonies at many posts and is 
just back from Ascension Island, 
did a wonderful job of amusing 
the boys and making them sing 
wholeheartedly. A Red Cross girl 
with some selected boys led the 
singing. The band made up of 
servicemen was geod, and I en- 
joyed the singing and the playing 
here. 

As in every other place where 
groups of men were gathered, I 
gave them a short message from 
their commander in chief. The 
two younger Brazilian ladies 
stayed on after the older people 
left, and answered questions about 
customs and ways of life in Brazil. 
They came back after having had 
a grand time, and they were very 
pleased with our boys. I think the 
fact that young ladies here do not 
often associate with young men 
in large groups added to the zest 
of the occasion. 

After leaving the Red Crogs 
club we saw a group of flyers 
just before they took off, and one 
young man asked me.to sign a 
new bill saying he was not yet a 
short snorter but would be the 
next day. The captain of that 
crew said they were “going all 
the way,” so this boy will be well 
seasoned by the time he gets 
home. You wish them luck with 
a catch in your throat because 
you know that for the “first 
timer,” there are experiences 
ahead of which he scarcely 
dreams, 


On the morning of March 16th, 
accompanied by our Brazilian 
friends who came up from Rio to 
be with us, we were in the air by 
eight-thirty and on our way to 
Recife. The flight took less than 
forty-five minutes. I can perhaps 
give you an idea that transporta- 
tion is not highly developed in this 
area When I tell you that later in 
the day we ran beside a little nar- 
row gauge railway track and 
passed the train which, because of 
the coal shortage, was burning 
wood. That train meanders around 


the back country, but takes 16 


hours to go to Recife. 

I hope the Brazilians 
newly developing coun will 
avoid one of our mistakes. This 
track of theirs runs along a 
beautiful beach in Recife. The 
road runs beside it, and across the 
road are some very lovely houses. 
It did not matter much in the old 
days in the U. S. A. when we laid 
some of our railroad tracks along 
our most beautiful river banks, 
but what wouldn't we give now to 
have them put further back where 
they would not interfere with the 
acenery! 

A large gathering of officials 
greeted us in Recife, for this is 
one of Brazil's largest cities. After 
the greetings were over, we pro- 
ceeded to Captain and. Mrs. Wil- 
liam Hidgman’s house, where Miss 
Thompson a and I spent the night.

Child Health e Fear Was Leaking oS

T IS something of a jolt to be 
| reminded that pediatrics, the 

specialty of diseases of children, 
is a very new development in 
medical practice. Dr. Isaac A. Abt, 
one of the leading representatives 
of that apecialty, tells us in his 
autobiography—Baby Doctor (pub- 
lished by Whittlesey House, New 
York), that he was among the 
first in this coun to choose 
such a field. When he discussed 
his future with older doctors they 
tried to discourage him. “The dis- 
eases of children are the specialty 
of the general practicioner. There 
is no future in pediatrics.” 

This was at the beginning of 
the twentieth century. And since 
then the specialty of pediatrics 
has grown into one of the most 
acientific branches of medicine. I 
am inclined to believe that after 
the specialty of diseases of the 
eye it is the most scientific, This 
is partly due to the fact that the 
pediatrician has such perfect con- 
trol over his patient. If you pre- 
scribe a diet for a baby in a crib 


it is very likely that the patient . 


will get exactly what you pre 
scribe. But if you prescribe for a 
40-year-old pighead in a chair, he 
may follow the diet and he may 
walk down to the corner and eat 
what he darn pleases, 

The public is beginning to un- 
derstand that the pediatrician is 
the family’s. adviser about the 
child both in health and in sick- 
ness. Examinations of a growing 
child at regular intervals deter- 
mine whether it is developing nor- 
mally. “The child's specialist,” 
writes Dr. Abt, “was finally recog- 
nized as monitor of the total or- 
ganism, Why it wouldn't eat car- 
rots and when it should start tak- 
ing piano lessons were questions 
that could be put to him with as 
much propriety as what would 
atop its cough and how long it 
should stay in bed. The world 
shaking, or at least family shak- 
ing, events in the life of an infant 
~—teething, walking and talking 
are his regular topics of discus- 
sion and concern.” 

The great triumphs of pieven- 
tive medicine in children’s dis- 
eases have been the elimination 
of the diarrhoeal diseases by the 
use of clean and inspected milk; 
the prevention of the nutritional 
diséases by scientific diet particu- 
larly the inclusion of fruit juices 
and cod liver oii to prevent scurvy 
and rickets, and third, the preven- 
tion of contagious diseases by vac- 
cines, such as diphtheria toxoid, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, 
typhoid and smallpox vaccination, 

None of these things was ac- 
complished without a fight — 
against greed and prejudice and 
superstition, Dairymen back wi 
1960 thought pasteurizing and 
certifying milk involved too much 
expense, 

It took a long time to overcome 
the public’s prejudice against in- 
jecting “serums” into a healthy 
child. Yet what a difference it 
made! Dr. Abt made a return 
visit to Europe in 1928, In one of 
the children’s hospitala he found 
the physicians looking unusually 
grave. “We are in for an epi- 
demic of diphtheria,” they said. 
“We thought we had the disease 
stamped out, but yesterday we 
had three new cases, and four to- 
day.” Dr. Abt had seen nothing 
like that epidemic for 10 years. In 
America diphtheria immunization 
had become genera] practice. In 
Europe the old Prejudices held it 
back,
